Thank you for your letters of 1 /6 and 1 /1 9 . Please take good care of your 
health I 

The only part of CD 1237 which was made available to me is the enclosed 
affidavit, which was described in my earlier memo. Of course, the memo by Helms 
in CD 1287 is the really interesting part, since it presumably explains the 
circumstances of the photo. The October 4 date makes very improbable Liebeler's 
claim to Epstein that the man was misidentified as Oswald, the implication being 
that two adjacent frames of film were mixed up, or the like. I do think that it 
might be worthwhile to press Liebeler on this picture. Does he know why the Report 
says it was thought at the time that this man "might have been associated with 
Oswald"? 

In connection with the recent Allen-Scott column concerning you (Human Events, 
1/20/68), I am sending you a letter I wrote Tom Bethell, and a copy of the relevant 
column. Bethell had sent the column to me for comment, noting that neither he nor 
Garrison knew anything about the anomaly of the Azque affair, despite Allen & Scott's 
claim that a grand jury witness told "a government agency" that he was questioned 
extensively about the letter Oswald wrote to the Soviet Embassy. 

The rumor that Arnesto Rodriguez had a tape of Oswald speaking Spanish (CE 2121, 
p. 178) seems to have come from the confusion of two facts: Rodriguez was involved 
in passing op the tape of the Butler debate to the Secret Service (GE 1153). and 
Oswald had apparently asked him once about Spanish lessons at the Modern Language 
H2 Institute. This report from "T-17" at p. 1 78 of CE 2121 may have been based 
on an FBI interview with Rodriguez on II/25/63. (CD 4, p. 81 9) 

Bob Kaffke (CE 2121, p. 159), a friend of Hal's, might have some useful new 
information on Oswald's Mexico trip, especially the visit to the Embassies. I hope 
that you will be able to talk with him when you are out here. Looking forward to 
seeing you.
